Why is it necessary for the 
people of this city and eommu- 
nity to suffer because of the 
present strike of the agents and 
operators on the A. C. L.? In 
normal times freight was slow 
enough taking two and three 
days from points like Mont- 
gomery, now add from one to 
three days more and_ you can 
imagine what the people are 
up. against, 

Our greatest industries, the 
lumber mills, are the greatest 
sufferers, there being embar- 
goes to practically all points in 
Florida making it necessary to 
secure permits to’ ship lumber 
to practically all points in Flor- 
ida, which is a very slow and 
complicated procedure.- Mills 
that have heretofore been ship- 
ping 15 or more cars per week 
are now lucky to be able to 
ship five cars per week, mak- 
ing it almost impossible for the 
mills to run at all. Not only 
does this embargo exist on lum- 
ber but in many instances even 
to package freight and express 
shipments, and it seems that in- 
stead of improvement the con- 
ditions gradually become 
worse. Passenger trains are 
running later than ever known 
before. These conditions seem 
to be caused by a publie carrier 
whose duty it is to give their 
patrons and the general public 
service, squabbling with their 


. employees concerning a seven 


cents per hour incrase in pay, 
which we understand Was six 
cents taken from the striking 
employees several years ago 
during a financial slump with 
the railroads, and a two weeks 
vacation with pay, which was 
taken from the strikers during 
the world war, when the rail- 
roads were under government 
control, as a patriotic measure 
on account of shortage of men, 
neither of which have been re- 
stored. This however is the 
railroad’s business, and all we 
want is the old time service, 
and we believe that if the good 
people of Elba would get to- 


gether and work ag a unit, we 
would see a great improve 
ment in the service.  -—Cont.

The same thing holds true 
with dairy cattle, according to 
Prof. Grimes.
